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Minority  Recruiting;  Stokes  Meets  Challenge

Counseling  prospective 
minority  students  is  a  challenge 
Debbie  Stokes,  Admissions 
Counselor  at  SJC,  tries  to  meet 
by  attempting  to  show  them  the 
‘  energy"  of  college  life.  "Approx¬ 
imately  10%  of  the  applications 
we  receive  are  from  minority 
students,”  Stokes  said.  Stokes 
said  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  minority  population  since 
last  year.  “We  have  seen  an  in¬ 
crease  in  those  students  who  ap¬ 
ply  and  actually  attend  the  col¬ 
lege,"  she  said.  “We  have  an  in¬ 
crease  of  about  50%  in  the  male 
population,  and  about  a  500% 
increase  in  the  female 
population.” 

Assurance  of  support  and  a 
feeling  of  acceptance,  are  the 
feelings  Stokes  tries  to  achieve  in 
the  students  she  counsels.  She 
points  out  to  the  students  groups 
on  campus  such  as  the  Black 
Student  Union  and  the  Student 
Association,  which  try  to  meet 


their  special  needs.  ‘‘The 
academic  side  of  the  counseling 
is  no  different  for  these  students 
than  for  the  average  student,” 
Stokes  said.  “Two  of  the  biggest 
concerns  for  the  black  student 
are  financial  aid  and  the  social 
environment. 

“When  1  talk  to  students,  I 
stress  the  social  environment  of 
the  campus.  I  tell  them  about  the 
mixers,  the  dorm  parties,  and 
the  athletic  events  on  campus. 
It’s  important  for  these  students 
to  know  that  although  St.  Joe  is 
located  in  a  rural  area,  there  are 
still  activities  on  campus. 

“The  minority  student’s  taste 
in  music  may  be  slightly  different 
than  the  average  student. 
Minority  students  have  an  in¬ 
terest  in  structured  events  such 
as  dances.  I  explain  to  the  stu¬ 
dent’s  that  the  groups  organizing 
these  events  try  to  play  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  music.” 

Stokes  stresses  the  low  level 


of  racial  tension  at  St.  Joe.  At 
some  larger  campuses,  this  is  a 
great  problem.  Stokes  would  like 
to  see  the  minority  population  at 
St.  Joe  double.  She  would  also 
like  to  see  more  on-campus  ac¬ 
tivities  sponsored  by  the  college. 
She  would  like  to  see  minority 
students  play  a  more  active  role 
on  campus. 

On  February  27,  the  college 
will  sponsor  an  Open  House  for 
high  school  students.  A  group  of 
minority  students  from  Chicago, 
sponsored  by  alumni  at 
Lafayette  Ford  and  Jesse  Chick 
Co.,  will  attend  the  overnight 
forum.  Students  will  be  invited  to 
the  basketball  game,  and  to  a 
mixer  held  on  the  27th. 

Stokes’  recruiting  area  in¬ 
cludes  St.  Louis,  the  southern 
section  of  Chicago,  Northwest 
Indiana,  and  Southern  Michigan. 
Stokes  has  been  promoted  and 
next  year  will  have  the  official  ti¬ 
tle  of  Minority  Advisor. 


Lilly  Endowment  Announces 
Supplemental  Education  Awards 


INDIANAPOLIS  -  Students 
attending  Indiana's  independent 
colleges  and  universities  may  be 
eligible  to  receive  supplemental 
educational  assistance  of  $200 
from  Lilly  Endowment  Inc.  In 
order  to  qualify  for  next  school 
year,  however,  they  must  submit 
the  Indiana  Financial  Aid  Form 
by  March  1,  1988. 

The  Lilly  Endowment  Sup¬ 
plemental  Award  (LESA)  pro¬ 
gram  represents  an  alteration  of 
the  Endowment’s  seven-year 
$50  million  package  of  student 
financial  assistance  announced 
one  year  ago.  Under  the  initial 
program,  the  Endowment  en¬ 
sures  that  all  Indiana  residents 
attending  Indiana  public  and 
private  institutions  will  have  to 
pay  about  the  same  proportion 
of  their  college  expenses  after 
federal,  state,  and  parental  finan¬ 


cial  aid  have  been  applied. 

In  1987-88,  the  first  year  of 
that  program,  more  than  1 1 ,000 
students  statewide  qualified  for 
awards  averaging  abut  $550 
each;  about  4,300  of  them 
received  no  other  form  of  non¬ 
repayable  assistance. 

Endowment  officials  explain¬ 
ed,  however,  that  because  some 
of  Indiana’s  private  colleges  are 
so  reasonably  priced,  very  few  of 
their  students  qualified  for  En¬ 
dowment  assistance  under  the 
initial  formula.  Therefore,  the 
Endowment  has  created  a  sup¬ 
plemental  program  to  ensure 
that  students  from  all  indepen¬ 
dent  colleges  will  qualify  for  an 
award  if,  after  federal,  state  and 
parental  aid  have  been  applied, 
they  are  still  payinq  more  than 
the  cost  of  attending  an  Indiana 
public  university. 


According  to  Dr.  William  C. 
Bonifield,  Endowment  vice  presi¬ 
dent  for  education,  “The  sup¬ 
plemental  awards  represent  our 
attempt  to  fine-tune  our  program 
of  financial  assistance.  We  never 
intended  to  penalize  the  indepen¬ 
dent  colleges  that  have  held  the 
line  on  cost;  the  LESA  awards 
correct  that  unforeseen  effect  of 
the  original  formula.” 

Endowment  officials  expect 
that  an  additional  4,100  Indiana 
college  students  will  qualify  for 
Endowment  assistance  through 
the  supplemental  awards. 
Bonifield  said,  “Our  objective  is 
to  help  mor  low-  and  middle- 
income  families  realize  that  an 
education  beyond  high  school  — 
and  all  of  its  lifelong  benefits  —

Students  To  Vote  on  Pres.  Term

Next  Tuesday,  March  1,  you 
have  the  opportunity  to  exercise 
your  voting  power  here  at  Saint 
Joe’s.  An  idea  has  been  in¬ 
troduced  that  affects  the  term  of 
office  for  the  S.A.  president, 
which  would  consequently 
change  the  senate  constitution. 
Instead  of  the  existing  fiscal 
year,  the  president  would  be  in 
office  according  to  the  calendar 
year.  It  would  give  assistance  to 
the  president  serving  the  term 
starting  in  January  since  the 
previous  president  already  finish¬ 


ed  the  term  in  December.  This 
alteration  would  insure  continui¬ 
ty  within  the  senate  and  the  pro¬ 
grams  on  campus  sponsored  by 
the  Student  Union  Board.  If  this 
change  is  passed,  it  will  take  ef¬ 
fect  in  January,  1989. 

However,  all  of  this  is  up  to 
student  participation  in  voting. 
For  this  change  to  pass  the 
selection  committee,  it  is  re¬ 
quired  that  51%  of  the  student 
body  vote.  Of  the  votes,  two- 
thirds  in  favor  are  needed  to 
pass.

Gentlemen  (Ladies): 

The  very  existence  of  the  Han¬ 
son  Recreational  Center  is  a 
bold,  positive  step  in  the  right 
direction.  The  extensive  use  of 
the  facility  demonstrates  the 
strong  need  for  such  an  all¬ 
purpose  facility  on  the  campus 
of  Saint  Joseph’s  College.  Fur¬ 
thermore,  we  have  a  golden  op¬ 
portunity  to  enhance  the  rela¬ 
tionship  between  St.  Joseph’s 
College  and  the  Rensselaer  com¬ 
munity  since  recreational 
facilities  in  town  are  non¬ 
existent,  or  are  available  for 
limited  use  only. 

However,  the  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee,  under  current  policies,  is 
required  to  meet  “no  less  than 
two  times  per  semester.”  We  are 
expected  to  review  the  general 
operation  of  the  building,  and  to 
review  procedures  and  policies 
so  that  we  can  make  necessary 
recommendations  to  the  Athletic 
Director,  William  Hogan,  and 
the  President  of  Saint  Joseph’s 
College,  Fr.  Charles  Banet. 

Given  the  purpose  of  this 
Committee,  I  requested  a 
meeting  to  discuss  recent  policy 
changes  that  were  implemented 
without  consulting  the  Commit¬ 
tee,  and  several  complaints 
which  I  had  received  from  faculty 
and  staff  members.  I  am  quite 
satisfied  with  reassurances  that 
recent  policy  changes  were 
quickly  approved  for  safety 
reasons  and  then  sent  to  Com¬ 
mittee  for  discussion.  This  was 
primarily  a  response  to  the  con¬ 
gestion  during  the  3-6  p.m.  time 
slot,  and  walkers  were  asked  to 
use  the  facility  during  hours 
when  demand  was  not  as  exten¬ 
sive.  In  addition,  as  I  understand 
it,  proposed  policy  changes  nor¬ 
mally  begin  at  the  Committee 
level,  and  are  then  forwarded  to 
the  appropriate  administrative 
authorities  for  further

deliberations. 

However,  one  of  the  main  con¬ 
cerns  1  expressed  at  the  meeting 
was  the  use  of  the  Hanson 
Recreation  Center  by 
unauthorized  individuals.  There 
are  many  people,  besides 
students  and  employees,  who 
are  authorized  to  fully  utilize  the 
Rec  Center  (i.e.,  alumni,  guests, 
spouses  and  children  of 
employees,  and  contributors). 
Consequently,  there  are  some 
unauthorized  users  of  the  facility 
who  are  able  to  sneak  past 
employees  of  the  Rec  Center.  I 
feel  that  if  this  happens  on  a 
limited  basis,  or  even  once,  and 
a  member  of  the  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  community  is  forced  to 
forego  use  of  the  facility  or  is  un¬ 
duly  inconvenienced,  we  are 
allowing  a  gross  disservice. 

The  easiest  solution  could  be 
to  monitor  the  traffic  flow  into 
the  Recreation  Center,  much  like 
we  presently  control  entry  into 
the  College  cafeteria,  or  restrict 
use  of  our  Library  materials.  In 
fact,  since  contributors  are 
allowed  to  use  the  facility,  cur¬ 
rent  policy  proposals  are  focus¬ 
ing  on  some  sort  of  an  ID  card 
for  them  (like  the  one  required 
for  use  of  Lake  Banet).  Why 
bother  to  consider  such  a  card  if 
we  will  check  it  in  a  cavalier,  ad 
hoc  fashion?  Furthermore, 
students  already  possess  iden¬ 
tification  cards  and  would  also 
be  expected  to  present  them  to 
gain  entry  into  the  facility.  This 
would  remove  all  doubt  about 
whether  or  not  a  user  of  the 
facility  actually  belonged  there. 
In  addition,  it  would  extricate 
employees  from  the  difficult,  at 
best,  position  of  having  to 
challenge  Recreation  Center 
users  after  they  are  already  in¬ 
side  the  building. 

In  our  committee  discussions, 
employee  cost  was  cited  as  a  key 
factor  in  such  a  proposal.  I 
would  agree  with  that  assess¬ 
ment,  but  would  hope  that  fruit¬ 
ful  discussion  of  the  proposal 
can  continue.  As  a  further  in¬ 
ducement  for  its  consideration, 
one  could  monitor  traffic  flow 
and  also  require  that  all  Recrea¬ 
tional  Center  users  carry  in  an 
extra  pair  of  athletic  shoes  which 
have  have  not  been  exposed  to 
outdoor  use,  so  that  we  are  not 
faced  with  the  prospect  of 
replacing  the  floor  of  the  Recrea¬ 
tion  Center  in  the  near  future. 
We  must  consider  such  huge 
long-run  benefits,  which  would 
be  well  worth  the  short-run 
costs. 

In  closing,  I  feel  that  serious 
dialogue  between  members  of 
the  College  community  and 


members  of  the  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  is  helpful  and  quite 
healthy.  The  use  of  the  Hanson 
Recreation  Center  peaks  during 
the  second  semester  and  I,  as  an 
Advisory  Committee  member, 
welcome  any  input  on  how  to 
improve  the  oporation  of  the 
facility.  We  must  ensure  that 
students  are  top  priority,  even  if, 
someday,  we  must  move  in  the 
direction  of  a  more  limited  varsi¬ 
ty  utilization  of  the  facility.  Don’t 
let  your  concerns  about  the 
Recreation  Center  melt  away 
with  the  Spring  thaw!!  The  Com¬ 
mittee  has,  at  least,  one  more 
meeting  this  semester,  and  pro¬ 
blems  which  are  there  now  will 
only  return,  once  again,  next 
November  or  December.

The  chairpersons  of  the  Student  Union  Board  have  ac¬ 
quired  their  respected  positions  by  obtaining  an  application 
and  submitting  it  to  the  current  board.

Defeat’s  evil  grasp  stole  the 
thrill  of  victory  from  the  St. 
Joseph’s  College  men’s  basket¬ 
ball  team  Saturday.  Great  Lakes 
Valley  Conference  rival  Lewis 
University  overcame  the  Pumas 
88-86  after  two  overtimes  on  a 
last  second  shot  by  guard  Mike 
Patterson.  St.  Joe’s  controlled 
the  tempo  in  the  first  half  as 
Todd  Kennard  led  the  Puma  fast 
break  with  17  points  at  intermis¬ 
sion  (23  in  the  game).  With  the 
score  12-9  in  favor  of  Lewis,  and 
15:04  remaining,  St.  Joe’s  went 
on  a  12-2  run  creating  a  seven 
point  lead. 

Kennard  had  three  con 
secutive  baskets,  followed  by  an 
earth  shattering  double-pump 
dunk  by  Rodney  Gates.  But 
Lewis  came  back,  capitalizing  on 
several  Puma  turnovers,  and  the 
count  stood  at  27-27  with  5:15 
left  in  the  half.  Puma  guard  Jerry 
Alicea  hit  a  three  pointer  to  cap 
the  scoring  for  the  half  and  to 
give  the  Pumas  a  38-35  lead. 

St.  Joe’s  jumped  out  to  a  six 


point  lead  early  in  the  second 
half  with  the  assistance  of  two 
three  point  plays  by  Stan  Rap¬ 
pers.  However  a  stifled  Puma 
running  game  allowed  Lewis  to 
stay  close,  and  eventually  to 
build  a  three  point  lead  with 
14:37  in  regulation.  With  Chris 
Brown  on  the  line  shooting  one 
and  the  bonus  at  3:52,  Rappers 
tipped  in  the  miss  on  the  first  at¬ 
tempt,  which  was  the  third  such 
miss  of  the  half.  This  kept  the 
Pumas  within  two  and  set  the 
stage  for  a  Gates  lay-up  off  of  a 
pass  from  Rappers  to  tie  the 
game  at  69  and  send  it  into 
overtime. 

Foul  shooting  continued  to 
plague  the  Pumas  in  the  five 
minute  overtime  period  as  they 
missed  the  front  end  of  the 
bonus  twice  in  a  row.  It  took  a 
long  range  bomb  by  Jerry  Alicea 
with  six  seconds  left  to  send  it 
into  the  second  overtime.  A 
Lewis  steal  off  of  the  full  court 
trap  with  the  game  tied  86-86, 
set  the  stage  for  Patterson’s 
jumper  putting  the  game  to  rest.

Last  Saturday  the  Lady 
Pumas  —  ranked  No.  19  in  the 
nation  —  walloped  Great  Lakes 
Valley  Conference  foe  Lewis 
University  87-70  at  Alumni 
Fieldhouse. 

The  Lady  Pumas  led  15-7 
after  Candy  Kleine  followed  up  a 
missed  layup  by  Karen  Deno 
with  13:09  remaining  in  the  first 
half.  Lewis  head  coach  Pattie 
Hie  then  called  a  time  out,  but 
the  Lady  Pumas  increased  their 
lead  to  12  (23-11)  with  10 
minutes  left.  The  Flyers  scored 
six  unanswered  points  to  cut  the 
lead  in  half.  After  a  basket  by 
Karen  Deno,  freshman  Krista 
Eshoo  hit  a  three  point  bomb  to 
make  the  score  25-20  with  7:53 
remaining.  Deno  kept  the  Pumas 
ahead  by  scoring  all  6  Puma 
points  in  a  four  minute  span. 
The  Lady  Pumas  took  a  16 
point  lead,  36-20,  with  4:23  led 
and  they  were  up  41-28  at  the 
half  as  Karen  Deno  scored  11 
points  in  the  last  ten  minutes 
and  had  15  to  lead  the  Lady 
Pumas  in  scoring  at  halftime. 

The  first  ten  minutes  of  the  se¬

The 
Flyers  cut  the  lead  to  8  with  5:27 
left;  however,  that  was  as  close 
as  Lewis  would  get  as 
sophomore  Jeannette  Yeoman 
hit  7  free  throws  down  the 
stretch  as  the  Lady  Pumas  won 
their  sixth  in  a  row.
